193%, AND RECORDED IN BOOK "I", PAGES 301-318,
INCLUSIVE, OF THE ORDINANCE RECORDS OF THE CITY OF

"GH" QENERAL RETAIL DISTRICT ON A TRACT OF LAND
CONTAINING APPROXIMATELY 38 ACRES FRONTING APPROXI-
MATELY 1050 FEET ON THE EAST RIGHT OF WAY LINE OF
RED RIVER STREET: APPROXIMATELY 1480 FEET ON THE
NORTH RIGHT OF WAY LINE OF EAST 42ST STREET, AND
APPROXIMATELY 1040 FEET ON THE WEST RIGHT OF WAY
LINE OF INTERREGIONAL HIGHWAY, LOCALLY KNOWN AS
4101-4209 RED RIVER STREET; 900-1018 EAST LasT
STREET; AND 4100-4210 INTERREGIONAL HIGHWAY, IN
THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; AND
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ORDERING A CHANGE IN THE USE MAPS SO AS TO RECORD
THE CHANGE HEREBY ORDERED.
